Under heavy police guard at & 


hospital, Frechett raved. From 
coherent parts of his talk, police 
pieced together the information 
that he is a stunt flyer and para- 
chute jumper who went to an avi- 


ation school at Roseville a few | 


days ago for instructions. 

Yesterday he engaged Anderson, 
who operates a small commercial 
flying concern in Roseville, to pi- 
lot him to Pontiac. From letters 
found in Frechett’s clothing police 
thought the purpose of the trip 
might have been a plan of self 
destruction, the epilogue of which 
was to have been over the home 
town of his sweetheart. 


One of the letters, addressed to. 


a Miss Georgia Pardee of Pontiac, 
couched in endearing terms, con- 
cluded as follows: 

“Death is my message, 
heart.” 

Another addressed to Frechett’s 
mother, said he feared that “‘death 
approached.” 

Anderson, who told police he 
was not previously acquainted with 
Frechett, said the man appeared 
to be normal when he made ar- 
rangements for the flight. When 
they arrived over Pontiac, howev- 
er, the pilot said, the passenger 
grabbed a hammer and began to 
strike him over the head. 

“The first blow at me barely 
grazed my head,” said Anderson. 
“T tried to grapple with him and 
at the same time keep my machine 
from pitching. One of the blows 
made everything go black. Then I 
remember coming to. I saw we 
were heading in a nose diye. I 
jerked the controls and tried to 
right the plane. Just as Iwas 
swinging out of the dive, I felt the 
wheels of the undercarriage touch 
the ground for some distance and 
then the ship went over the nose.” 

Plunge Described. 

Attaches at the asylum said the 
plane approached Pontiac cruising 
leisurely at an altitude of about 
2000 feet, suddenly it began to 
spiral about. This continued for 
about a minute, then it banked at 
an angle of about 45 degrees and 
began a dizzy plunge earthward, 
nose down. When within 200 feet 
of the ground, the ship righted it- 
self, and after attaining an even 
keel, made as if to land. When 
it touched land, however, the un- 
derpinning crumpled throwing the 
machine over several times. 

Anderson was found unconscious, 
strapped in the pilot’s seat, Frech- 
ett, badly dazed, still clutched in 
his hand, the handle of a broken 
hammer.

FORMER OWNER OF 


J. J. Lannin, Proprietor of 
Roosevelt Field, Plunges 
From Ninth Story of 
Brooklyn Hotel.

NEW YORK, May 15.—Joseph J. 
Lannin, former owner of the Bos- 
ton American League baseball 
team (Red Sox), and present own- 
er of Roosevelt Field and other 
Long Island property, jumped or 
fell to his death from the ninth 
story window of a Brooklyn hotfel 
today. 

Mr. Lannin went this morning to 
the Granada Hotel in Brooklyn, 
which he owned, and told the man- 
ager he was going to a room on 
the ninth floor to inspect some new 
plastering. A few moments later 
the crash of his fall was heard 
and he was found dead on the roof 
of a two-story extension. 

The -hotel manager expressed 
the opinion that the death was 
accidental, but police announced 
they were investigating the possi- 
bility of suicide. The manager said 
Mr. Lannin had been subject to 
heart attacks and believed that he 
was stricken with one as he opened 
the windows in the ninth floor 
room. 

“He was worth $7,000,000 or $8,- 
000,000," said James J. Dooling, 
counsel for Mr. Lannin. ‘‘He had 
no business or family troubles.” 

Mr. Lannin’s business interests 
were largely in realty, but he was 
widely known as a sportsman and 
recently had backed an ambitious 
aviation project under the urging 
of his son and nry B. Clark, his 
son-in-law. He had given up an 
earlier intention of selling Roose- 
velt Field for building lots and had 
formed a company to improve it 
as a permanent airdrome. The

Makers of _Lindbergh’s 
‘Spirit of St. Louis” Will 
Open New Plant at Lam- 
bert Flying Field. 


The B. F. Mahoney Ajrcraft 
Corporation, makers of Col. Bina- 
bergh’s famous “Spirit of St. 
Louis,” will move into its new fac- 
tory at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
about June 15 and will produce 
its first .irplane here about Aug. 
15, John C. Nulsen, vice president 
and general manager of the firm, 
announced today. 

Nulsen, who has been directing 
operations at the company’s plant 
in San Diego, said the demand for 
airplanes is far outstripping the 
ability of his company to supply 
them, a condition common to the 
aircraft industry today. 

The Lambert Field factory will 
start off with a production of 25 
ships a month, Nulsen said. For 
the present the only model will be 
the Ryan brougham, a five-pass- 
enger enclosed cabin monoplane, 
such as are owned by Phil DeC 
Ball, owner of the Browns, and by 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc. 

In its west coast factory the Ma- 
honey concern produced five planes 
in February, 10 in March and 15 in 
April, For May a production of 20 
is planned. The factory will be 
kept in operation after the local 
factory is opened, to meet the de- 
mands of Pacific Coast trade. 

The Lambert-St. Louis Field fac- 
tory, now approaching completion, 
is to employ about 150 workmen 
and will include a completely 
equipped office. 

Nulsen said that besides domestic 
orders, which include all the 
planes made up to July, the com- 
pany has several foreign orders, 
including one from Warsaw, Po« 
land, for a plane resembling Lind- 
bergh’s “Spirit of St. Louis.” It is 
to be used in a projected around- 
the-world flight. Another plane 
is being built for Capt. Emilio Car- 
ranza, the Mexican airman who 
plans a good will tour to the United 
States as a return courtesy for 
Lindbergh's visit to Mexico. Stil! 
other planes have been sold in 
Rome, Paris and Australia. 

The Mahoney factory is just west 
of the new Curtiss-Robertson Alir- 
craft Manufacturing Co. plant, now 
almost complete.

Gen. Fukuda is also instructed to 
release the Chinese prisoners, but 
to hold their arms until a satisfac- 
tory settlement is reached.

Tentative 
plans are that the bill will be in- 
troduced in the Senate in the next 
few days, so that it might formally 
‘be referred to the subcommittee 
appointed by Chairman Watson to 
consider proposals for legislation 
concerning the bituminous indus- 
try. 

The bill will be considered by 
the subcommittee with other ten- 
tative proposals which are expeét- 
ed to be submitted as a result of 
the prolonged investigation which 
has been conducted under the 
Johnson resolution. 

Chairman Watson during the 
hearings assured both the union 
and operators’ representatives that 
they would be given an «pportunity 
to submit whatever bills they 
thought would solve the questions 
disturbing the soft coal industry. 


The mine workers’ bill, which 
was drafted by Henry Warrum, 
union counsel, and associates, 


would create a Bituminous Coal 
Commission of five members, to be 
appointed by the President.

“Most fortunately, we have no 
minorities in the sense of the Eu- 
ropean racial segregations. Here 
we are all good Americans. And 
what is it that inspires our hearts 
with loyalty?

“This is one of the pillars of 
the Republic. To shake it means 
to sin against the Holy Spirit of 
Americanism, and woe to us if it 
ever cracked, for such a calamity 
would open the door wide to racial 
discontent and strife. 

“That sacred American tradition 
is a priceless boon to every adopted 
citizen, irrespective of -ace, anil 
because of it he loves America and 


will continue to love it «: long as}

“In America,” he writes, ‘‘de- 
mocracy has broken down. ‘tht 
is to say, it has visibly failed to 
give us either a government by the 
people, or a government by the 
best. Already every educated per- 
son in America knows that o9%ur 
elections are indecent farces. It is 
time to call the mess what it is; to 
say openly that we will not vaste 
our time-on the business of voting 
until it becomes possible to ballot 
for statesmen. 

“If democracy had retained cer- 
tain features of the old aristocr4- 
tic system,” he continues, “it mizht 
have succeeded in creating a po- 
litical order far superior to that in 
which we live and move and suf- 
fer fools so. gladly. Democracy 
ean forestall a military oligarchy; 
but no system of election has yet 
been made that could Keep riches 
from seizing power. The one pre- 
ventive of plutocracy is the re- 
striction of government to families 
with the traditions and qualities of 
rule. Rule by pedigree is the only 
alternative to rule by pocketbooks; 
and only an aristocracy can pre- 
vent an oligarchy of the nouveaux 
riches from subjecting the moral 
and cultura} life of a nation to the 
ideals and standards of the stock 
exchange, the market place, and 
the factory. 

Fear of the Populace. 

“Democracy has bred in the 
modern soul a fear of the ponpu- 
lace which is called conscience; 
but has it developed that emula- 
tion of the highest, that desire 


for the approval not of masses, but | 
of the finest few, which made tne | 


sense of honor in the aristocrat? 
Could an aristocrat be a Puritan 
or a fanatic or dictate what cth:r 
people should drink? Could an 
aristocrat produce ‘jazz’ or cab- 
arets? Could an aristocrat be a 
hypocrite, or stoop to conques: by 
flattering the mob? Is there not a 
certain vulgarity in the tone and 
manners of democratic commiuni- 
ties which could not thrive under 
the guidance and example of an 
aristocracy ? 

“What the democrat does not 
understand,” he continues, “is that 
ft takes more time to make a 
statesman than to make a boot- 
black. Until its recent American- 
ization, England’s leaders 
trained for public place from their 
boyhood at home, and then at Eton 
or Harrow, and then at Oxford or 
Cambridge, and then by appoint- 
ment to ardous minor offices. They

How It Was Done. 

The process was afterward de- 
scribed by Carmichael in a letter 
to J. S. S. Richardson, chief of all 
the Power Trust propagandists in 
the country. Addressing him as 
“Dear Sandy,” Carmichael wrote: 

“We secured the names of all 
textbooks on civics and economics 
used in the High schools, academies 
and colleges of Iowa. We then se- 
cured copies of these books and 
read them thoroughly. Where 
textbooks were grossly unfair, and 
did not give the private ownership 
side of the utility question, we took 
the matter up with school officials, 
either personally or through tlie 
local company managers. In prac- 
tically every instance the objec- 
tionable books were removed. In 
some instances the managers or 
ourselves took the matter up wita 
the superintendents, principals or 
instructors in civics and economics. 
In other cases it was »rought to 
the attention of the school boards. 

“We continue to watch this mat- 
ter closely, and get reports on ail 
new textbooks. We have the mat- 
ter pretty well in hand, but do nvt 
intend to let these bugs slip any- 
thing over on us.” 

“For Use in Schools.” 

Having got rid of the “bad” 
books, the power companies now 
proceeded to substitute the “right 
kind.” They had their propaganda 
bureau prepare two pamphlets, onc 
on electriicty and one on gas. Eaci 
pamphlet bore on the outside cover 
the following: 

“This bulletin is prepared for 
use in the schools. It is particir- 
larly adaptable to work in English, 
tivics, current topics and debating 
tlasses.”’ 

“How did you get them into the 
chools?” Healy inquired of Cavr- 
Michael. “‘We sent a copy of tach 
one to every school teacher, and 
offered to furnish as many addi- 
tional copies as were requestel for 
Classroom work. We only. sent 
them when they were request21.” 

“D you mean to say that if no 
request was received, you dropped 
the matter?” “No, we sent a fol- 
low-up letter.” 

“Was that all?” “No,” continucd 
Carmichael, grinning sourly, “Tf 
that didn't bring requests, we sent 


the bulletins to the managers of 
the local companies, and o»tgrrest- 
ed that they do what they could 
to get them into the schoo!s.” 

“After giving the teachers such 
a course of treatment as that, you 
would hardly say that th2ir re- 
quests were made spontaneceousiy, 
would you?” asked Healy. “Well, 
hardly,’ was the reply. 


The bulletins, : together wit 
others of a more advanced nature, 
also were put into every colleze 
and university in Iowa, including 
the State University. Carmichac] 
said this was accomplished 
largely through personal calls 
upon the deans and 6 instructors. 
Carmichael frankly admitted that 
the main purpose of all the bul- 
letins was to initill prejudice 
against municipal ownership cf 
public utilities. The bulletins 
themselves made _ this perfectiy 
clear. 


Among the subh@ads In the bul- 
letin dealing with electricity, 
these: “Benefits of large trans- 
mission systems,” © “Government 
regulation,” ‘Why public utilities 
are built on borrewed money.” 

Under the heading, “Future 
management,” the bulletin de- 
clared that the most important 
three factors in the success of 
public utilities were initiative 211 
brains; private capital, and 
ventive genius, well paid.’’

Elaborating on his statement to 
Pennsylvania Republicans that 
Hoover seemed to him to “come 
closest to the standards we have 
set” for the presidency, Mellon 
said he did not see why this 
should be open to various inter- 
pretations. 

“It is pretty plain English,” he 
said, after first remarking, “lI 
think Hoover can win, if nominat- 
ed. I think he would make a good 
President.” 

Hoover supporters had gained 
much encouragement from Mel- 
lon’s first statement, declaring it 
practically clinched Pennsylvania's 
block of 79 delegates for him, but 
Hoover’s opponents emphasized 
the “however” near the end of 
the statement meant something 
entirely different. This had to do 
with sending the Pennsylvania del- 
egates to Kansas City uninstruct- 
ed. 

State in Harmony. 

Mellon explained yesterday that 
the Pennsylvania delegation was 
‘ta cohesive organization and there 
has never been a time when the 
state organization was more har- 
monious than it is now.” He said 
at another point that “anything 
can happen.” 

Reaction to the first statement 
was not long developing. Senator 
Norbeck, (Rep.), South Dakota,

DR STRESEMANN ILL 


German Foreign Minister

confined to his bed today, seriously 
iil, All his scheduled election 
speeches have been canceled. 
Friends have long feared that Dr. 
Stresemann was burning up vital 


energy too rapidly by strenuous 
work. His health has been failing 
since he went to the Riviera in 
January to recuperate from an In- 
disposition suffered at Christm? 
time. Apparently recovered, he a'- 
tended the March conference at 
Geneva. On May 5, he went to Hei- 
delberg with Jacob Gould Schur. 
man, American Ambassador, both 
of them receiving honorary de- 
grees, and on May 7 went to May- 
ence, where he delivered his first 
‘political speech in oceupied terri- 
| tory. 

On his fiftieth birthday, May 19, 
Dr. Stresemann took to his bed 
with what was then described as “a 
touch of sickness.” The gravity of 
his condition was not realized until 
this bulletin was issued by three 
attending physicians. 

‘Dr. Stresemann is_ seriously 
stricken by feverish paratyphus, 
like stomach or intestinal catarrh, 
complicated by an affection of the 
kidneys demanding extreme care 
and strict confinement to his bed. 
The patient must refrain from all 
work for the present.’ 

Half a dozen speeches were can- 
celed, as was a visit from Foreign 
Minister Benes of Czechoslovakia. 

Dr. Stresemann’'s physicians were 
hopeful of a cure and it was 
thought that prolonged convales- 
cence, perhaps in Egypt, might be 
advisable. 

Although Dr. Stresemann passed 
the crisis yesterday, his condition 
is still serious.

clip. These copies were utilized 
against Hoover by political oppo- 
nents, he said, although the paper 
favored no One man against the 
Secretary. 
Lockwood testified he had neith- 
er contributed nor collected funds 
for the Hoover organization. Asked 
what Will H. Hays, former Repub- 
lican national chairman, had to do 
with the Hoover campaign, Lock- 
wood replied, “Very little.” Hays 
was active in advising the Com- 
merce Secretary not to enter the 
I: diana primaries, he said. ‘

Morris Plan vs. National City 
Io the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
RTHUR A. BLUMEYER attempts to 


compare the loan plan used by the 
Morris plan banks with that of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York. How- 
ever, he overlooks some very important 
points in his explanation of the local 
system. 

When a borrower attempts to obtain 
a loan under the Morris plan, and does 
not have collateral, he is told that the 
loan will be made at 8 per cent, provided 
he secure the names of two co-makers 
satisfactory to the lending company. 
Let us suppose a man desires to borrow 
$100. What happens? 

He signs a note for $100, but he re- 
ceives only $92. If he raises a question 
about this, he is told that the $8 re- 
tained represents interest on the prin- 
pal. Even here, however, he is paying 
$8 interest on $100 when he has only 
received $92. But that isn’t all. 

He is told the loan must be repaid 
at the rate of $2 per week for 50 weeks. 
That seems all right, but what is hap- 
pening meanwhile? The borrower is 
reducing the, principal each week. Ac- 
tually he has use of ali of the money 
half of the time, or half of the money 
all of the time, whichever way you want | 
to look at it. Since this is true, the _n- 
terest rate is not 8 per cent as repre- 
sented, but is more like 17 per cent per 
annum.

THE MAYOR’S CONFERENCE. 

The acceptance of Mayor Miller’s invitation to a 
conference Wednesday by both the Public Service 
Co. and its employes offers opportunity for a peace- 
ful settlement of the wage dispute by agreement. 
The hope is universal among the people of St. Louis 
that an equitable settlement will be reached. But 
if the representatives of the company and its em- 
ployes cannot agree on wages, they ought to agree 
te arbitration of the dispute. 

The people of the city cannot view the possibility 
of warfare between the company and its employes 
with complacency. They know what a street railway 
strike means. They have had experience in the past 
of the disorder and disastrous consequences of a 
strike. They know that it entails tremendous losses, 
not only on the company and the men, but on the 
general public. More than that, warfare to settle 
disputes is usually futile. 

Arbitration is the method of reason and civiliza- 
tion. In the long run it is inevitable, and wisdom 
suggests resorting to it before war is declared. 

The Past-Dispatch believes that in the event of a 
failure to reach a settlement by conference, the 
Public Service Commission is the logical body to 
arbitrate. It must pass on the question of rates and 
returns if they are involved in the settlement. It has 
full power to regulate the service, rates and returns, 
and therefore can best judge what is fair to the com- 
pany and the employes and adjust its regulations ac- 
cordingly. 

If the Public Service Commission is not acceptable 
to either side, another plan, of course, should be 
adopted. A peaceful settlement is the main point and 
arbitration is the reasonable method if conference 
fails. 

If the Mayor cannot bring the two disputants to- 
gether, he should at least bring them to arbitration. 
If he cannot do that, the responsibility for failure to 
arbitrate should be definitely placed. The public 
will then know which side is willing to play fair 
and submit its dispute to reasonable settlement, and 
which stands arbitrarily on its demands, regardless of 
right and reason.

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GAS RATES. 

The Laclede Gas Co. has taken its mask off. It 
says it is not earning a due return upon its new val- 
uation, and so substitutes for its revision of the pres- 
ent rate schedule a proposal that the rates of all gas 
users be increased. 

When Laclede’s valuation was increased from $40.,- 
000,000 to $52,600,000, the company asserted that it 


the increased valuation was wanted for financing and | 
not for rate-making purposes. 
The Post-Dispatch branded this as sophistry, and 
said the company would shortly expose its design by | 
asking for increased rates. It is now doing so frank- | 
ly. The present rate structure does not give it the | 
return to which it is entitled under the swollen val- | 
uation given it by the Public Service Commission 
over the protests of the city, and it therefore asks | 
for an entirely new rate structure. | 

Of course. When it gets the rates it wants it will | 
put its valuation attorneys in training and move for 
a still higher valuation. That will justify another | 
rate increase, and so on ad nauseam. The gas com- 
pany has comparatively no competition in its princi- | 
pal field, that is, eooking. Unlike the street car |

utility, which drives some of its patrons to the busses ' 


and the service cars every time it increases the fare, 
the gas company runs no risk in boosting the price of | 
its service. | 
The Post-Dispatch said that the consequences of |

THE TRUE PERSPECTIVE. 
It is hardly fair to amalyze anything said in the 
perfervid atmosphere of commencement, but this ut- 
terance, made at the School of Journalism exercises 
at Columbia, Mo., by W. E. Babb, Editor of the 
Rock Island Magazine, intrigues us:

A columnist should give the im- 
pre@sion of receiving shoals and 
shoals of mail. He must give him- 
self a patina of sophistication now 
and then by declaring the most 
popular play in tewn is tripe. His 
job is to convey the idea he is quite 
a fellow, always merry and bright 
and kind to his folks. 


Yet at intervals it is well to puli 
out the Pagliacci stop of talented 


despair. The “Laugh, Clown, 
Laugh” obligato will help hide 
from his readers that his job ‘s 


really a cinch. And anyway, when 
a job appears too easy, the editor 
begins glancing about for a new 
boy. : 

One of the rackets in columning 
is to throw an intellectual smoke 
screen about the work and thus 
hide the deficiencies. Sprinkling 
a few terms like sui generis, tour 
de force, flagrante delicto and such 
\are dandy and make the readers 
suspect you might have been edu- 
cated abroad. 

It is also well to mention tautol- 
ogy, mixed metaphors, split infini- 
tives and other grammatical com- 
plexities, as though you know ill 
about them. Then when some glar- 
ing “bull” leaps out from the print- 
ed page the reader will lay it to 
journalistic haste, and not  ig- 
norance. 

When people ask the columnist 
how in the world he thinks up ma- 
terial to write an article every day. 
he should merely look like a sick 
owl, give a deprecatory shrug and 
murmur: “It is nothing.” This

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HARVEY L. CHRISTIE 
DIES IN SUFFOLK. VA 


Former St, Louis L: Lawyer Lost 
Health Over Unfortunate 
Financial Deal. 


Harvey L. Christie, 68 years old, 
former St, Louis lawyer, died to- 
day in Suffolk, Va., ne arly 18 years 
after a nervous illness forced his 
retirement from professional life, 
Dispatches give heart failure as 
the cause of death. 

Mr. Christie, as a member of the 
law firm of Bryan & Christie, was 
one of the foremost members of 
the St. Louis bar. He was the head 
of the Municipal Voters’ League, 
which made recommendations to 
voters in local elections, and was a 
prominent layman of the Methodist 
Church, South. 

Near the end of 1909, Christie 
was one of a company which 
owned the Vitcoria building site, at 
the northwest corner of Eighth 
and Locust streets. He and his as- 
sociates sold the building, taking 
in payment chiefly stock of a local 
manufacturing concern, They then 
negotiated a loan, with the stock 
as collateral. Soon after this, the 
eompany reduced its dividends, and 
the value of the stock declined so 
that more collateral was demand- 
ed. Christie and his associates got 
out of the deal with a loss of $20,- 
000. 

The distress which Christie felt 
at having caused loss to his asso- 
cilates, rather than his own actual 
portion of the loss, caused him to 
suffer a nervous breakdown. It 
was believed .hat he would recover 
his health within a few months, 
but this ope of his family and 
friends was not realized. Mrs. 
Christie, who was a member ofthe 
Lackland family, died in 1913. 

Mr. Christie’s death occurred at 
the home of a niece, Mrs. C. Ly- 
man Jones. The funeral will be 
held there Thursday. A son, James 
Lalckland Christie, lives in St. 
Louis.

One day a patient of Auen- 
brugger’s died, and, as autopsies 
were becoming popular, he opened 
the body. The chest was full of 
fluid—of pus. He had never un- 
derstood the patient’s iliness dur- 
ing life. Why had he not sus- 
pected there was fluid in the 
chest? he wordered to himself. 
Would there be any way of find- 
ing out if fluid was in a chest 
during life? He remembered his 
father slapping wine-casks. 
chest with fluid in it wag much 
like a wine-cask. It had a rigid 
opaque wall; there was air above 
and finid below. He would try 
it. He took patients and began 
slapping their chests. The thing 
worked perfectly. He could find 
fluid and also the solidifactions of 
tuberculosis and pneumonia. He 
called the method percussion. In 
1761 he published his account of 
it, the “Inventum Novum” or “New 
Invention.” Percussion, of course, 
is still used—one of the staple 
methods of examination, 

No one up to that time had ever 

thought of listening to the sounds 
made by the air going in and out 
of the lungs—nor to the sounds 
made by the heart as the biood 
Was pumped round. This was re- 
served for another and later for- 
tunate accident. 
About 1814 a French physician 
was strolling near the Necker Hos- 
pital in Paris. Thotigh be was a 
thin, ascetic-looking man, he did 
an enormous amount of work and 
was one of the most fashionable 
and busiest practitioners in the 
capital. His name was Rene Theo- 
phile Hyacinthe Laennec. He 
Was a Breton. The hospitals 
were full of the soldiers of the 
Grand Army. Many of them were 
dying of tuberculosis. Laennec 
possibly was wondering if, by mak- 
ing a diagnosis of that disease ear- 
lier, treatment might not be im- 
proved. His attention was direct- 
ed to sbme children playing on a 
seesaw. 

For the moment they were not 
seesawing, but had adapted the 
seesaw to another game. ~One had 
Placed his ear close to the board 
at one end, anoth 
other end scratched with a pin. 
They had made up a code, and 
scratched messages to each other 
without speaking. Would it be 
possible, thought Laennec, to hear 
sounds inside the chest by using 
a wooden tube or cylinder? He 
tried it. There were sounds. What 
did they mean? He recorded them 
faithfully and followed the bodies 
to the autopsy table that he might 
find what the sounds signified. In 
1819 he published his book On 
Auscultation. The stethoscope was 
born.
